Propagation Watch 

Were you listening to HF at 1400Z on March 4? If so, 
and you were on the sunlit side of the earth, you 
experienced a complete HF blackout. A very strong X-class 
solar flare produced a flood of radiation that penetrated 
deep into the ionosphere, strongly ionizing the D layer. This 
dramatically, and suddenly, increased absorption, especially 
on the lower bands. The result is the same as if your 
antenna suddenly disappeared: signals simply vanished. 

This Sudden Ionospheric Disturbance (SID) typically 
lasts for a few minutes to an hour. Try the bands again 
after that time. Also, the solar-induced absorption decreases 
with frequency. Try 10 meters; it may remain useable. 
Finally, the slower particles from a major flare may disrupt 
the geomagnetic field 36-48 hours after the flare. This 
reduces signal-to-noise ratios, especially on long and polar 
paths. 

DXers have had to contend with many major flares in 
the past two weeks. Fortunately, only a few of these caused 
major SIDs. Sunspot Region 6545 remains a threat to HF 
propagation over the next few days, as it is magnetically 
complex, and on the western side of the sun. Solar activity, 
and the chance of a major flare, should peak in the next 
couple of days, and then decline slightly before WPX SSB.

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Franz Josef Land DXpedition 

The joint US/USSR DXpedition to Franz Josef Land 
(see Issue 571) will leave Moscow around April 7, with 
operation from FJL set to begin about April 10, weather 
permitting. They will be there until about April 22, again 
with exact dates depending on weather. The group will 
operate primarily SSB, as well as RTTY and AMTOR, 
including the SARTG AMTOR test April 20-21. Main 
callsign with be 4K2FJL, but each operator will also be on 
with their home calls 4K2/. Operators are W6MKB W6JL 
KF6SN KAINCN KA7APJ UA3DJG UAISWM UV3AAC 
4K20IL and 4K2BDU. Two Soviet SWL youths will 
accompany the team: UC2-188-106 and UC2-007-501. 

This FJL DXpedition is a warm-up and training 
session for a major Antarctic ski trip Nov. 1991-Feb. 1992.

Antarctic Stations 

The coming of the equinox on March 21st usually 
means good HF propagation, and 1991 is no exception. 
Moreover, the weeks around the equinox are excellent 
opportunities to work stations in the south polar regions. 
Many such stations have been very active recently. 

Antarctica: FT4YD is often on 14148 kHz at 0700Z 
Wednesdays, or 14162+ kHz at 1130Z. Y88POL, KC4USV, 
4K1A, and VK@CH are also active. ZL5, 8J1, CE9 and most 
LU-Z stations are also on Antarctica. 

South Shetlands: HF@POL is the most active station. 
Recently 4K1ADQ has been logged. 4K1F is also in the 
South Shetlands. 

South Orkneys: VP8CFM, VP8BXK and LUIZA have 
been noted from South Orkney. 

South Georgia: VP8CDI and VP8CDJ can 
occasionally be found, usually in SSB nets. 

South Sandwich? 4K1ZI has been sporadically active, 
claiming to be in the South Sandwich group. While the 
4K1-I is reserved for Soviet South Sandwich operations, no 
one in the USSR knows anything about this station, nor is 
the reported QSL manager listed. The British have not 
received any request for landing permission in the group. 
Who knows?
